The Warren Commission even 
chose not to include this most 
startling revelation in its official 
report to the American people. 

Why not? Perhaps because the 
iniotmation would have pointed 
directly to a conspiracy in the 
murder — a conspiracy involving 
elements high within the CIA. the 
FBI. the Seerrt Service and Xmeri- 
ca’s bustoess-industrial comrminity.-

the country’s leading assassination 
experts, believes.

Yet Oswald, recently returned 
[ from self-exile in (he Soviet Union, 
easily secured employment at 
JaggcrsChiles-Stovall with the help 
of his mysterious new friendCeorge 
DeMohrenshildt. 

Oswald worked at the photog- 
raphy laboratory until April 6. 1963. 

Al^ugh there is no mention in 
the final report of the Warren 
Commission, investigators did in- 
terview employes at the laboratory 
about OvwalJ These are docu- 
mented in the 26 volumes of Warren 
Commission hearings. One is par- 
ticularly interesting. 

Beginning on Page 196. Vol. 10. is 
M interview with fellow employe 
Dennis Ofitein. It was natural for 
Oswald and Ofstein to become 
Griends — they bad both been in the 
service and they both spoke Rus- 

Ofsiein made the following state- 
ment to Warren Commission inves- 
ti^tors when asked about Oswald* 
He Ad admit to me that he had 
been in the Soviet Union and my 
w^ption was possibly that he 
had worked as an agent of the

short document, a copy of which is 
reproduced on these pages.

United States government." 

After leaving this job. Oswald 
iwved to New Orleans where he 
became an active member of the 
amiCastro group in that city. While 
Acre, he worked for the Reilly 
Coffee Co., which Mae Brussell 
contends was a front for Ae FBI. 

It was during Ais period, in the 
spnng and summer, that Oswald 
also made his famous m'p to Mexico 
City where he visited the Russian 
and Cuban embassies. 

His subsequent return to Texas in 
Ae fall of 1963 was instigated and 
arranged by a friend of Marina’s, a 
Mrs. Ruth Payne. 

Cumcidenially. Lee and .Manna 
were introduced to Mrs. Payne by 
George DeMohrenshildt. Ac same 
man who got Oswald his job at Ae 
photo lab. A 

Now it was Mrs. Payne who got 
Oswald his job at the Texas School 
Book Depository. 

On October 13. 1963. less than six 
wiN*lca bAfnrf Kennedy’s murtfer 
Mrs. Payne telephoned Roy Troly. 
manager of Ae depository, saying 
that a close friend needed a job 
A fascinating sidelight in this 
sequence is that on Ae very same 
«y the Texas Employmenr 
Agency, at which Oswald was regis- 
tered. found him another job at 
wve Air Field, as a cargo carrier. 
jDtat job, according to Warren 
Commission documents, paid S3 10 
a month. The job at the book 
depository paid only S208.82. Yet 
Oswald accepted the Utter. 

In the 26 volumes of the Warren 
Commission hearings, this •*irra- 
thinidity" i$ ncvcronce questioned. 

Bui It was questioned — private- 
ly. Mmc Brussell contends. For 
proof, she olTcrt a Warren Commis- 
Sion memo which she uncovered at 
the national archives in Washington 
— a memo which was "somehow” 

•eft out of the 26 volumes. 

Addressed to commission mem- 
ws from two commission lawvers 
>Villiam Coleman Jr and W. David 
Slawson. it Mates; "Stonding alone. 
Aese two fact* indicate that Osw aid 
may have had a non-economic 
-eason for taking the job m the 
Book Depository." 

That "non-economic" reason 
says Miss Brussell. is Aai Oswald 
was part of Ac plot to kill President 
Kennedy. As such, he had to be 
stationed at the Book Depository on 
November 22, 1963.

“to connection with the ^*>ii
